In ‘Germany any man who raises 
his hand against the gangster ma- 
chine Knows that not only will he 
meet death (quite probably in a most 
unpleasant form), and that not only 
will his whole family group be ex- 
posed to implacable reprisals, but 
that hiindreds or thousands may be 
slaughtered on the pretext of having, 
been conhected with the incident. By 
deliberate, systematic, highly organ- 
ized crime, the Gestapo keeps all its 
‘domestic foes from acting, and. will 
continue to do so till the German peo- 
ple are forced to choose between in- 
tensive bombing: and a desperate ef- 
fort to throw off the Nazi yoke. 

Thus, all opposition at home is re- 
pressed by the most systematic in- 
humanity ever known. As for the 
activities of the Gestapo in conquer- 
ed lands the fate of Poland is a tra- 
gic, gruesome lésson to the whole 
world. It is thus described briefly 
by F. T. Birchall of the New York 
Times, than whom no one has fuller 
knowledge of what the Gestapo is 
and what it means to mankind. 

“The horrors of the Polish occupa- 
tion have exceeded even everything 
that has gone before. This terror 
lasted for months and even yet shows 
little sign of abatement. A million 
Poles have been slaughtered, have 
died of their sufferings in concentra- 
tion camps or have perished of ex- 
posure and starvation, on the shelter- 
less plains to which they were car- 
ried, Jocked up in freight cars 80 
tightly packed that there was no 
room to lie down or even sit. Their 
comfurtable homes with all that was 
in them wag turned over to the Ger- 
mans. To fill German work cainps 
and to build fortifications ‘along the 
Soviet border, night raids were made 
in the cities, men—and women too— 
being seized indiscriminately in their 
homes and packed off by freight car, 
allowed only a few minutes in which 
to dress and gather a few c'othes, 
In the work camps civil prisoners 
were compelled to labor sixteen hours 
a day with one half hour off for a 
scant meal. When they collapsed 
from weakness they were punished 
by the practised torturers who were 
warders. Most shocking of all have 
been the daily roundups in whjch 
young girls were seized in the streets 
and carried off in motor trucks to 
‘agricultural work’ in Germany. This 
so-called agricultural work is mere- 
ly a blind for their use.in houses of 
ill-fame on the edges of German, mil- 
itary camps. 

“Such are the horrors that German 
invasion has brought to Poland. Three 
million Poles have perished in . the 
war and under the occupation. A 
million more have been dispossessed 
from their homes and deported to 
other areas. Three quarters of a 
millior. Jews are now herded together 
in walled ghettos; half a million more 
have been expelled. The remaining 
population is on starvation rations. 
In Eastern. Poland the mortality a- 
mong children has reached 70 per 
cent. And everywhere is the Ges- 
tapo, watchful, ruthless, well prepar- 
ed for all contingencies, and utterly 
pitiless,” 

Now we Canadians are not fighting 
so much against a highly centralized 
form of government which is differ- 
ent from our own as against a con- 
crete diabolism the Gestapo. 
Through it Nazism destroys the 


| bodies and souls of men, Through it 


the most sacred human ties are pro- 
faned by a domestic espionage which 
poisons family life. Through it an 
incessant terrorism pervades Ger- 


| many and every country which the 


Germans subject 
their war machine.

D. One’member of the vitamin B 
family is known as vitamin G anda 
another as factor Y. Two relatives 
of the C type are known as J and P. 

Perhaps it would be better to call 
each vilamin by its chemical name. 
In such case Vitamin B would be 
known as toopherol, C as ascorbic 
acid and B2 as riboflavin. People ‘are 
now so used to the name vitamin that 
the. change would be confusing. 

The functions of the-séveral vita- 
mins are of high interest. The wid- 
est-functioning one is Vitamin A and 
it is the only one which is synthe-. 
sizéd or activated by animals from 
their plant food. It is found in liv- 
ers and yellow body fat of most ani- 
mals and can be stored up for many 
months. 

To obtain sufficient vitamin A, the 
diet should contain thin green leaves, 
bright yellow fruits, vegetables such 
as carrots, corn and sweet potatoes. 
Vitamin A prevents night blindness; 


it is the most important of all vita- | 


mins for proper tooth formation in 
growing children and for resistance 
to infection. ? 

The richest source of the anti- 
scurvy vitamin C, is oranges and le- 

‘mons. Almost any kind-of seed, kept 
in water until it sprouts and then 
eaten raw, is a very good substitute, 
Manual laborers and athletes need 
large quantities of vitamin Cc. This 
vitamin mysteriously disappears from 
the bodies of persons having tubercu- 
losis. Victims of diabetes when giv- 
en large amounts of vitamin C, us- 
ually require smaller doses of insulin, 

Vitamin D regulates the amount of 
calcium and phosphorus which the 
body uses for the “building of’ bones 
and teeth. It is the only vitamin 
which does not occur in plant tissue. 
Its most abundant source is oily fish 
livers and is generated in the hody 
by the ultraviolet rays of the ,sun. 
Normal adults get all the vitamin D 
they require when they bask in the 
sun on beaches, If they drink lots of 
milk, they need not worry about cal- 
cium regulation... Milk may be forti- 
fied” with vitamin D, and by feed- 
ing the cows on irradiated yeast, that 
is, yeast treated with ultra-Violet 
rays. ; 

Vitamin E comes from wheat germ, 
lettuce and tomato oils. Lack of 
this vitamin damages the male repro- 
ductive organs and produces abor- 
tion in the female, Perhaps not one- 
half the truth about vitamins has 
yet been published.

FOR APPLE TREES 


The fall of an apple in an English | 
garden started Sir Isaac Newton on! 
the trail which led to the discovery 
of the law of gravity. Being a phil- 
osopher, not a horticulturist, he was | 
not. concerned with the question whe- 
ther the apple fell prematurely or 
not but only that it came down to} 
earth instead of soaring into space. 
Scientists of today are concerned with 
the problem of how to prevent apples | 
fdlling before their time and have 
now hit on a solution. The solution | 
is one containing a minute aimount) 
of naphthalene acetic hormone, the! 
same which has been found of some 
practical value in stimulating root 


| sorwth cf plant cuttings for propa-| 


gation. 

The hormone is preserved in a! 
special liquid medium of which one 
pint suffices for 100 gallons of spray. 
Proof of its satisfactory performances 
has been demonstrated by horticul- 
turists in Nova Scotia, Quebec, On- 
tario and British Columiba. 

At the first sign of drop. the 
trees are sprayed thoroughly, mak- 
ing sure that the solution gets on 
the fruit stems where thé hormone | 
eexrts ile chief influence. A single 
application is usually enough for, 
most varieties. Sometimes a second 
may be desireable as the effect of 
the first wears off. 

The action of: the hormone spray) 
is to make the fruit stem take a fresh 
grip on the tree, so that, instead of 
losing. hold and falling to the gr ound, | 
the apples wait for the pickers, be-| 
coming rosier meanwhile, improving 
in quality and waxing in size. In 
this way the apples may be said to! 
lose their gravity by resisting the; 
law which one of their forebears 
helped Newton discover in 1665. |

FIRE BLOCKADE 


Experiments conducted years ago 
by the British Navy to prevent the 
decay, of wooden ships launched the 
modern wood preservation of indus- 
try and put naval scientists hot on 
the trail of countering fire hazard, 
according to an article by R. A. Far- 
quharson in the June issue of C-I-L 
Oval. 

Some of the modern wood preserva- 
tives are also fire resistant and the 
flame-prdofing treatment has been 
applied to enough Canadian. timber 
going into hangars for the Common- 
wealth Air Training Plan in the last 
year to form a gigantic hangar 112 
feet wide by 15 miles long, writes 
Mr. Farquharson. These wooden Air 
Force hangars were treated to re- 
sist fire but the samé zinc chloride 
treatment also guaranteed them 4 
longer life free from decay. 

The successful use of fire retard- 
ants by the Air Force is the most 
spectacular demonstration of their 
use in Canada and has evoked a 
growing interest in the chemical 
treatmnet of building lumber.
